Thia office received information from Aeat. State Attorney Dave 
Goodhart, that the pereone reeponaible for the recent bombing* in the 
Dade County area have run out of explosive* and are attempting to 
purchase come from revolutionary group* or organisations. 

Variou* informant* utilized by thi* office were given the above informatl 
in an effort to determine which revolutionary group* have explosive* and 
if anyone i« attempting to buy same. 

On Aug. 31, 1967 information received from a reliable confidential 
informant that a revolutionary group, residing at 1925 S.M. 4 Street, 
had in their possession a warehouse loaded with arms, ammunition and 
€4 explosives. An immediate surveillance of the aforemewaianed location^ 
was established by this office and the followin g was learned. 

A number of persons, most of which appear to be ("A m<* rJ c, a n soldiers of fortun 
residing and meeting in a large downstairs room at 1925 S.W. 4th Street, ; 
are some sort of a revolutionary group. It later developed thht several j. 
of these persons were under indictment by the U.S. Government for attempt! 
to leave from Ooooa Plum key, Monroe County, Fla. on a mission to invade 
Haaitl. 

By'koeping these person* under surveillance and through license tag check 
the following name* were developed!

Sherar travels widely, makes much money, but has no criminal 
record . 

It Is believed that one of Sherar' s closest friends is Robert

machine guns. 

It was suggested that someone else in whom we might have 
an interest is Dr. Torres, a medical doctor Hear Pekin, 
Illinois, who has an FAA license.
